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THE MARES THAT BEAT THE COLTS 





A racing friend of Leonard Jerome, founder of Jerome Park and 
of the American Jockey Club, informed of the arrival of the first 
grandson Winston Leonard Spencer Churchill, remarked: “Inter- 
esting breeding: stamina always goes through the dam and pace 
through the sire.”” Jennie Jerome, Winston Churchill’s American 
mother, in the field of statesmanship certainly repaid the debt of 
stamina which her father and generations of American racing men 
owe to Britian for providing this country with that quality in the field 
of bloodstock. 

Attention to the female line is something that has been paid by 
breeders of race horses for only about half a century. Its importance 
first came to be fully appreciated in 1895 when William Allison pub- 
lished Bruce-Lowe’s “Breeding Race Horses by the Figure System.” 
Since then increasing emphasis has been placed on mares, particularly 
on mares with outstanding race records. Such mares are eagerly 
sought after by breeders as soon as their racing days are over. Mares 
that have won stakes races or have produced stakes winners are vir- 
tually essential to the breeder of yearlings for the major auction 
sales. Many of our leading stud farms retain all their fillies to race 
and breed later, selling only the colts. 

The importance of the female line is most signifigantly reflected, 
however, in special races for mares and fillies. Only occasionally does 
a mare appear which can beat the opposite sex. Such races, therefore, 
have a double value. They provide increased earning opportunities. 
More important still, they provide breeders with a means of evaluat- 
ing the racing class of prospective broodmares. If our mares and 
fillies could run only against the colts and geldings, where they are 
usually at a disadvantage and often unplaced, the entire breeding in- 
dustry would suffer. 

During recent years marked progress has been made in increase 
racing opportunities for mares and fillies, notably at Delaware Park 
which offers the Polly Drummond Stakes and the so-called “Distaff 
Big Three”’ including the Delaware Handicap, richest race of its kind 
in the world. And by way of accompaniment the same organization is 
conducting a poll among trainers, turf writers and the racing public 
to select the 10 greatest mares among a list of 42 which have raced 
since the Civil War. 

This poll is of particular interest since it focusses the attention 
of the racing world on just what constitutes greatness in a mare and, 
consequently, on just what we should look for in selecting and pro- 
ducing matrons for the stud, In assaying a race horse we look for five 


factors: 
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1. Class—the ability to beat the 
best of both sexes in stakes 
competition. 

2. Distance capacity—the ability 
to win at more than a mile. 
Since this quality appears to be 
ransmitted largely through 
the female line it is here rank- 
ed second. 

3. Speed—available not just for 
one stretch run, but whenever 
called for. 

4. Durability—as indicated by 
the number of seasons’ racing 
and the number of starts. 
Soundness—of wind, limb and 
temperament. 
We recommend to our many 
breeder subscribers, after obtain- 
ing from the Delaware Steeple- 
chase and Race Association the 
racing record of the 42 mares in 
question, that they fill in the ba! 
lot which appears elsewhere in 
this issue, keeping in mind the 
five factors listed above. After 
they have completed this enter- 
taining exercise they should get 
down to business and give their 
own mares the same sort of analy- 
sis. In most cases the results will 
be revealing, in many cases sur- 
prising. In no other way could 
they spend the time more profit- 
ably.

Galant Ship Wins Mitchell Snow Memorial 
Marchized Takes Ladies Race

The Radnor Point-to-Point committee 
had another beautiful day this year 
and changed their course so that from 
certain vantage points one could see 
every fence. The course was about 32 
miles over 21 fences, 5 of which are used 
in their hunt meetings 

The first race of the afternoon was the 
ladies in which there were only 4 horses 
but 2 of these would have made any race 
worth watching. Miss Elizabeth C. Bos- 
ley who recently acquired Marchized 
as her own was starting him for the first 
time since ‘he won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup last spring, and Mrs. John B. Han- 
num, III was up on her own Our Hobo, 
many times winner over timber. Mrs. 
Nelson Slater, Jr. rode her own Flaring 
Skirt which she started for the first 
time at Cheshire two weeks before, and 
I was up on my own Debby’s Lady mak- 
ing her debut in point-to-points. 

As we left the post Slater and Flaring 
Skirt went to the top followed closely 
by Mrs. Hannum and Hobo, then March- 
ized and Debby’s Lady. Over the first 
two fences the position remained the 
same. Next was the water jump and 
Debby’s Lady had her one moment of 
glory jumping abreast with Marchized, 
but at the next fence she was content to 
be in fourth place. 

As we went over the next 3 timber 
fences, Mrs. Slater and Flaring Skirt 
were still in front, but the fifth fence 
had a 3 foot space between the wing and 
the road and Mrs. Slater and I went a- 
round that jump. Mrs. Hannum and 
Miss Bosley went over and went on to 
the next fence in that order with Mrs. 
Slater a length back. Going into Atkin- 
son’s Hobo held the lead and kept it until 
we went back into the clubhouse field. 
Here Flaring Skirt again took the lead 
and fairly flew across to the upper pad- 
dock where she and Hobo went to the 
left over the hunter trial fences. Here 
Marchized and Debby’s Lady kept to the 
right over the paddock fences and made 
a very close turn on the flag. Going back 
through the paddock Marchized was on 
top followed by Debby’s Lady. Flaring 
Skirt, and Our Hobo 

As we went into Evans’ field the al- 
ready terribly fast pace was even faster 
and one could have covered the four 
horses with a blanket. Coming down off 
the hill it was terrific and we all raced 
at those next two fences nearly abreast. 
We were really running at the last fence, 
and I can remember Marchized landing 
first with Mrs. Slater, Mrs. Hannum and 
I taking off about length back. The next 
thing I remember was a familiar face 
trying to help me to my feet. Debby’s 
Lady had hit hard and fallen. 

Marchized and Miss Bosley had gone 
on to win with Mrs. Hannum and Our 
Hobo a close second and Flaring Skirt 
third 

This year due to the absence of en- 
tries the heavyweight race was called

off. The men’s race for the Mitchell 
Snow Memorial Bow! had no trouble as 
there were 9 horses to go to the post 
in this race. Maj. Gen. R. K. Mellon 
had won this Bowl twice and sent his 
two good timber horses, Induction and 

No Wings, to try to gain its permanent 
possession Mr. George Clement was 
up on Induction and Mr. Louis Neilson, 
Jr. rode “No Wings. Mr. William B. 
Thompson was riding his own Gofetchit 
fresh from a close second in the heavy- 
weight at Cheshire, and Charles M. Cann 
started his Galant Ship which was third 
at Cheshire with Mr. H. C. ‘Jiggs’ Bald- 
win, III riding 

As they left the post Mr. John B. 
Hannum, III riding his own Sunny and 
Mr. Clifford Smith riding Mrs. Smith’s 
Tagnall went quickly to the front. At 
the first fence Tagnall swerved and hit 
Mr. Hannum mid-air and knocked him 
off Sunny causing a bad spill. Down 
across the water jump Jiggs Baldwin 
moved Galant Ship to the front with 
Tagnall, followed closely by Gofetchit, 
and Mr. Edwin M. Chance, 11 on his own 
Vayu. As they went up over the next 
3 timber fences. The leaders remained 
the same with Induction, *No Wings, 
and Mr. Stitler Vipond on Mr. Paul Vi- 
pond’s “Freise following. 

As they went into West’s Galant Ship 
and Tagnall jumped abreast as they did 
at the next fence into Atkinson’s Here 

Freise was in wrong and went down. 
Coming out at Atkinson’s Tagnall, Galant 
Ship, Gofetchit and Vayu were very 
closely bunched a few lengths in front 
of Induction, “No Wings, and Mr. Charles 
B. Evans on Mrs. E. T. Hirst‘s Tam O’ 
Shanter. 

Tagnall was still setting the pace as

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they raced from West’s over to the up- 
per paddock.

Block House Hunt Races 





Another Walsh Day at Tryon as Last Year’s 
Top Trainer Continues Winning Pace

Through the efforts of a fine broth of 
a fellow named Michael Gerald Walsh, 
a couple of riders named Cameron and 
Cotter, respectively, and four horses, the 
proceedings at Tryon’s ninth renewal 
of the Blockhouse Steeplechase and other 
races became indelibly dedicated to the 
fame and future welfare of 1954’s lead- 
ing steeplechase trainer. 

Even for Tryon, where excellent turf 
conditions are a matter of course, the 
weather and the crowd of better than 
3000 enthusiasts combined to make a 
day to be well remembered with affec- 
tion. The meeting was run off without 
the delay which the spirit of delightful 
informality that pervades hunt meetings, 
barring an unavoidable incident, as hor- 
ses went postward for the opening race. 


This occurred when Menipuss, carry- 
ing the silks of Carter P. Brown, decid- 
ed to start ahead of field and tape, di- 
vested himself of jockey Pat Furnival 
and departed for the tall timber, of 
which there is plenty in the Blockhouse 
vicinage He was finally corralled from 
a pine thicket by the adequate and alert 
Arthur Reynolds, and brought back, to 
be remounted and finished fourth. 

There were spills in each of the races 
over jumps, sometimes more than one 
One sweet young thing from a Carolina 
lowland barony complained that these 
had the defect of not happening where 
the customers could see them; aside from 
this, however, they produced no _ per- 
manent casualty, although Jockey “Bing” 
Murphy sustained a slight concussion 
from the pileup in the feature event, 
where his horse, P. T. Cheff’s The Dea- 
con, collided with John Willie, the Cal 
vin Houghland entry which had swerved 
to avoid the fallen Heres Why, belong- 
ing to Guilford Dudley, Jr., and ridden 
by Mr. Alan Dufton, who was not in- 
jured 

If the addition of dignitaries was nec- 
essary to render the day’s festivities 
more auspicious, this was effected thr- 
ough the presence of Lady Nancy Astor. 
The former Virginian, who had been 
spending two weeks at Tryon’s Oak Hall, 
was an interested and, as usual, an in- 
teresting onlooker. She graciously con- 
sented to present the Trophy for the 
North Carolina Hunt Cup to the winning 
rider, Carlyle Cameron, for the owner, 
Mrs. M. G. Walsh, whose Erin’s Cottage 
scored handily 

Second in the timber event was George 
Brannon’s Farmer’s Joy. This horse, 
shifted from brush to timber at the be- 
ginning of this season, fenced well and 
was constantly a definite threat; with ex- 
perience, he will become one of the 
country’s outstanders in the timber di- 
vision. As for the other entries here, 
Reynoldstown seemed a little short,

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him, did not seem to possess the foot for 
timber racing as yet. Rich Lark, ridden 
by owner Howard Tilson, fell early in 
the race, leaving no record of form. 


In the first race of the day, The March 
Hare, for non-winners over brush, Char- 
les Stitzer’s Sir Pop broke his maiden 
with ease and efficiency. He was threat- 
ened only once, by Calvin Houghland, 
Sr.’s, Colonel V., with Mr. Richard Jones 
doing the navigating. This horse, how- 
ever, was able only to finish third behind 


Harry M. Rhett, Jr.'s, Princess Bug, 
which turned in a consistent but not 
quite fast enough performance. The 


Rhett mare’s fencing seems to have im- 
proved however, since last season, while 
Colonel V. may have been a little short. 
Menipuss, undoubtedly tired from his 
sojuorn in the woods, ran a consistent 
fourth, followed sedately and at some 
distance by Harry Rhett’s Port Call, 
which finished last after passing Bally 
Shannon, following his fall with Bruce 
Bowman at the tenth jump. 


The flat event, at five furlongs over 
the turf course which can easily sep- 
arate the pleasure horses from the hard 
knockers, nevertheless produced a well- 
bunched field of six, Super Fox, the win- 
ner, set up an early lead, in which he 
while *Donegal II, a good-looker with a 
history of Point-to-point triumph behind

was challenged but never headed by a 
youngster which most observers marked 
as acomer. This is the 4-year-old Moun- 
tain Blue from the well-remembered 
Bluish, holder of probably an all-time 
record at Nashville’s Iroquois Memorial 
and sired by Dispose. A flashy gelding 
with typical Discovery coloring, he now 
belongs to William D. Hail, of Nashville, 
who uses the silks inherited from his 
grandfather, the late William Darden. 
Bucyrus, Lassy B’ar, Bostin and Navy 
Fighter all turned in honest efforts for 
their riders, but Navy Fighter, maintain- 
ing the caboose spot from flag to wire, 
appeared to show up a little short. 


The feature event, the Blockhouse 
Steeplechase, about two miles over brush 
brought out the sort of ding-dong battle 
which makes cash customers glad they 
spent their money. Following a few in- 
significant preliminaries in the early 
stages, Ginny Bug, last year’s winner, 
commenced running at Repose for all 
she was worth. Her trainer later con 
fessed that this was his doing, since he 
had thought to kill off the Walsh entry 
by accentuating the increased pace of 
brush over timber races. He also berat- 
ed himself for not letting the mare run 
her own race, which she did with such 
spectacular effect during last year’s meet- 
ing. At any rate, Repose pulled ahead 
during the last third of the course and 
finished strongly, to lower the record 
set by Ginny Bug when she beat him in 
the same race last year. John Willie, 
the imperturbable Irish entry of Calvin 
Houghiand, got third money by staying 
on his feet during the bumping bout 
which resulted from the falls of Heres 
Why and The Deacon.

*Rayquick Wins Grand National 
‘Point-to-Point In Near Record Time

The next best thing to the proverbial 
tip from the horse’s mouth is the pro- 
phetic one from the jockey. Such was 
the case with the 53rd running of the 
Grand National Point-to-Point near But- 
ler, Md on April 23rd. In a brief con- 
fab with Grover Stephens, who had the 
mount on C. M. Greer’s French-bred 
jumper Rayquick, he told us he thought 
he’d win it all, for his horse was a care- 
ful jumper and had a good turn of speed 
on the flat And “Swami” Stephens 
must have realiy looked that crystal 
ball right smack in the eye, for *Ray- 
quick, under a heady and well-judged 
ride, unleased his speed once inside the 
stretch and pulled away from Stuart S 
Janney, Jr.'s *Philstar and John K. 
Shaw’s Highest Award to win by about 2 
lengths. His time for the event was the 
2nd best ever registered over this de- 
manding 18 jump course—6:113;, just 
1 second off the mark hung out by Pine 
Pep in ’51, the year he beat Jester’s 
Moon. 

When the field of 10 got underway 
before a throng estimated well up to 
5,000, “Rayquick, H. C. Baldwin III on 
Gallant Ship and “Laddie” Murray on 
Uncle Pierre were off in the van with 
the rest in close pursuit over the first 
two fences. After the 3rd, Mr. Stephens, 
who had eased his horse slightly off the 
pace, took back his mount and swung 
to the outside of Uncle Pierre, thereby 
giving his horse a straight shot for the 
4th fence and taking the shortest route 
between points as well. This maneuver 
saved him valuable ground and he was 
once again in the lead. 

The son of the outstanding Tourbillon 
sire Meridien, continued setting the pace 
until the field had disappeared behind 
Redmond Stewart’s house, where he was 
replaced by Uncle Pierre, a half-brother 
to the Latonia Oaks winner Banner 
Bright and Hancock-bred Highest Award, 
whose riders must have deemed the pace 
too slow. 

As the procession of silks swept across 
the long flat after the 8th, Uncle Pierre 
and Highest Award were hooked like 
a pair as they brought the field on at a 
rattling clip with first one having the 
advantage and then the other. Behind 
the leaders, in another pair, came *Ray- 
quick and Zenbar’s Son, some 2 lengths 
back. 

At the 11th it was still Highest Award 
and Uncle Pierre battling it out. But at 
this fence by the Fenwick barn, the lat- 
ter hit and went down just in front of 
*Rayquick as he was in the air. Unable 
to avoid the fallen horse and rider, the 
French-bred gelding somehow, managed 
to keep his feet and raced on. 

When the field swung by the beacon 
which marks the run to the 16th, it was 
still anyone’s race, with Highest Award, 
*Philstar, who after laying well off the 
pace was coming on strongly, Galant 
Ship, also making his bid and *Rayquick 
very much in the running. 

Mr. Stephens looked about him at this 
point, and noted his rivals were tiring. 
while beneath him he felt he had plenty 
of horse left, and so did not commence 
driving but sat still biding his time 

At the 16th, Galant Ship in his first 
outing over a flagged timber course 
went down with “Jiggs” Baldwin, just in 
front of *Rayquick, and once again, he 
was lucky enough to avoid being brought 
down by the fallen horse and rider. 


Philstar, under the prompting of 
Frank Bonsal, Jr. and Highest Award, 
ably assisted by Mike Smithwick were 
fighting it out stride for stride on the 
front end, Induction and Old Fashioned 
(who had been turned in the wrong dir- 
ection at flagfall) were closing a little 
in back of him, but Mr. Stephens waited 
until he landed over the last fence be- 
fore he asked his mount. When called 
upon, *Rayquick quickly collared the 
leaders and pulled out to win by 2 
lengths, with *Philstar beating Highest 
Award by about the same margin 

Although 8 horses finished, only 7 did 
officially. Mrs. C. P. Denckla’s Ned’s Fly- 
ing, with Mr. J. R. S. Fisher in the irons, 
was crowded out at the 4th fence, jump- 
ing the panel just to the right of the 
flag, and leaving the tell-tale evidence 
of a broken rail. 

*Rayquick, like a great many horses 
which find their way to timber racing 
has had a varied background. Bred in 
France by M. P. Raymond, he was bro- 
ught to this country as a yearling along 
with 7 other colts and 4 fillies, and sold 
in the 1949 Saratoga Sales. Of the 12 
sold, *Rayquick, who was named before 
he left France, distinguished himself 
by being the next to the lowest priced 
of the group, exciting a bid of $300 from 
Duke Montour. Mr. Montour, who is one 
of the most famous of the blacksmiths 
in this country (he worked on Counter- 
point out in California some years back), 
started the colt twice in very fancy 
claiming company unsuccessfully, and 
the following season *Rayquick had a 
new owner in Courtney Burton. 

For Mr. Burton the bay gelding raced 
on the flat and over hurdles. Strangely 
enough, he failed to win at the hunt 
meetings, but did connect at Randal 
Park in September of ’51 at 1, miles. 
His neck, on this occasion, was worth 
$29.00 for every $2.00 pasteboard held. 

The next year, his best was a 2nd over 
hurdles at the Goldens Bridge meeting 
in September, out of 8 starts—in the 
last of which he was sporting the silks 
of W. B. Cocks who had trained him for 
Mr. Burton. 


In 1953, the first report heard from 
*Rayquick was that he had a new own- 
er, C. M .Greer of Middleburg—a gentle- 
man who has almost made a hobby of 
collecting Virginia Gold Cups. The bay 
gelding had his first outing of the sea- 
son in the S. Lurman Stewart Memorial 
Challenge Cup at the Elkridge-Harford 
Point to Point races where he won under 
Mike Smithwick’s ride.

Mr. John 
Hannum on his wife’s young 6-year-old 
mare Cherte, galloped to an 8 length vic- 
tory over Arthur Pew’s big Head Agent, 
with Mrs. Edwin Warfield’s Cut-A-Rug

and Samuel Pfefferkorn’s Featherstone 
being the only other finishers. 

With so large a field of maidens, and 
a course the size of this one, plenty of 
action was expected by the throng which 
carpeted the hills and spilled over into 
the valley. And they were not to be dis- 
appointed. 

The start and first fence were accom- 
plished without incident, but at the sec- 
ond, Miss E. R. Sears’ Big Spike, jumped 
badly retaining the lead over Head Agent 
with Featherstone close up. By the 
third, this young daughter of Sun Egret 
had moved to the top but at: the fence 
she swerved to the right crossing just 
in front of the field, and went practical- 
ly the entire length of the fence before 
jumping.

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It was a great day for the Irish-breds 
on April 16th at the My Lady’s Manor 
Point-to-Point races near Monkton. In 
fact, if one wasn’t kin to the O’Hanlons, 
the O’Briens and the like, or didn’t have 
an old shillelagh, a shamrock or a clay 
pipe tucked away in some spot, he just 
naturally felt out of place. For both 
timber events raced over a well mani- 
cured course of 16 timber fences, wer: 
won by horses bred in the “Emerald 
Isle’, a country where this type of rac 
ing is as foreign as a giraffe to the An- 
tartic Land’s Corner, a repeat winner 
of the My Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point, 
was bred in County Wexford, while 
Borobash, which won the John Rush 
Streett Memorial, was bred on the west 
side of Ireland in County Clare. 

In winning his race, Mrs. William J 
Strawbridge’s dependable *Land’s Cor- 
ner treated the “checkered vest set” 
(estimated from 3,500 to 8,000 by vari- 
ous persons) to a stirring finish, as he 
responded to “Laddie” Murray’s applica 
tion of the “hickory” and then outgamed 
John K. Shaw’s Highest Award down the 
short stretch. 

This outing marked the Irish brown 
gelding’s second victory in this, the 
first jewel of Maryland’s “Triple Crown 
of timber racing” (a crown completed by 
the Grand National and the Hunt Cup), 
as last season, under E. H. “Tiger” Ben- 
nett, he established a new track record 
of 6:1415 for this event 

The victory of “Land’s Corner, gratify- 
ing as it must have been to Mrs, Straw- 
bridge who has only this one horse in 
training, was another personal triumph 
for Mrs. John C. West. Mrs. West has 
had the Irish son of Landsdowne in her 
stable at Sea Horse Farm, near Malvern, 
for the past 3 years since his efforts, once 
employed over brush and hurdles, were 
turned to timber racing. Under the 
supervision of Edward M. Cheston, Mrs 
Vest has galloped the big gelding and 
gotten him fit for his races and on oc- 
casion has schooled him as weil. In 
the off season, *Land’s Corner is Mrs. 
West’s mount to hounds. 

As in years past, at least, since the 
new course has been built at the Manor 
the real racing begins to develop as the 
field swings around the beacon at the 
southwest point of the course and turns 
in a homeward direction. This year 
proved no exception. 

When the field of 7 came striding 
to the 9th (without *Irish S. B. who re- 
fused the 8th after trailing), it resembled 
the “Charge of the Light Brigade” as 
scarcely a length separated the entire 
field as they swept over the fence. 

Highest Award had the edge over 
Land’s Corner, then the French-bred 
winner of the Virginia Gold Cup, *Lan- 
crel, Old Fashioned, Sohrab, *Friese and 
Six Hundred. On by the crowd the pace 
had accelerated with all safely over the 
10th. Into the 11th the exsprinter High- 
est Award was still showing the way, 
with *Land’s Corner prompting, and 
the remainder of the field about the 
same. However, Paul Vipond’s *Friese, 
a German-import, which had set the 
early pace, was tiring and was dropping 
back. Several years ago *Friese won the 
International Gold Cup over brush at 
Ligonier, a race (one of two in this coun- 
try) which qualified him to start in the 
English Grand National at Aintree, In 


this, his first outing over timber, he 
was a bit short and improvement can be 
expected. While *Friese dropped back, 
the old point to point horse Redmond C. 
Steward’s Six Hundred, after being pro 
minent in the early running was all 
through by this point and dropped back 
even faster. 

As the field swung into view for the 
14th, Highest Award still had the ad- 
vantage over “Land’s Corner, with Soh- 
rab, *Lancrel and Old Fashioned all in 
a position to take it all. The rippling 
silks moved on down the hill and the 
order held. As they took the last fence, 
starting the uphill climb to the home 
stretch, “Laddie’ Murray on Land’s 
Corner and “Mike” Smithwick on High- 
est Award hooked up to stage a stirring 
stretch duel, with the former getting 
home first by a short head. 

Five lengths off the flying leaders 
came Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Sohrab, which 
after being pulled up was discovered to 
have spread a plate which had cut him 
about the legs. Mrs. B. H. Griswold’s 
California-bred Old Fashioned, in his 
second start over timber, ran an even 
race under “Tiger” Bennett, finishing 
4th beating Hugh O’Donovan’s *Lancrel 
with *Friese and Six Hundred distanced. 

The John Rush Streett Memorial for 
non-winners of 2 timber races resulted 
In giving the assembled just about as 
thrilling a finish as did the feature. The 
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County Clare Irishman, *Borobash, under 
a fine ride by Frank Bonsal, Jr. staved 
off the rush of Dr. J. M. Rogers on his 
Star Salome to win by three-parts of a 
length. 

This Irish gelding, owned by Mrs 
Hl. Robertson Fenwick, was purchased 
from his breeder J. F. Hogan, as an un 
broken 4-year-old. Mr. Hogan, like many 
of his fellow countrymen, keeps one 
mare, Calabash, breeds her every year 
and sells the offspring, apparently, as 
the opportunity presents itself. When 
the Fenwicks’ first saw this son of the 
French-bred Boro Boudour, :the horse 
was in an old chickenhouse located in 
a bog, and evidently the fowl were shar 
ing this abode with him, for he was 
covered with lice. Looking beneath the 
ragged coat, and around the lice, Mr 
Fenwick noted the nice sloping shoulde: 
and the cut of a good hunter type, and 
so made the purchase. 

3rought to this country, broken and 
hunted, the John Rush Streett was *Boro 
bash first outing at a sanctioned meet- 
ing, although the brown gelding has 
won the Green Spring Valley Old Fash 
ioned Point-to-Point and copped a race 
at the recent Cheshire Point-to-Point 
races. 

When the starter’s flag waved the 
field of 7 off for this secondary feature, 
Dr. Rogers on his point-to-point winner 
Star Salome went to the top, a position 
they held for the greater part of the 
race. At the 13th, Courtney Jenkins’ 
Shoal, under Mr. Fanning’s urging came 
on to take the lead, with 30robash 
which had been restrained well off the 
pace challenging. When they reappeared 
at the 14th, *Borobash had made good 
his bid and was leading the pack, with 
F. P. Sear’s Good Ship, whose energies 
had also been conserved early, coming

Mrs. H. Robertson Fenwick Scores In Old Fashioned 
*Philstar Sparks Green Spring Team To Victory

Mrs. H. Robertson Fenwick, wife of 
the M. F. H. of the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds, rode her husband’s Fluctuate to 
victory in the Green Spring Old Fash- 
ioned Point-to-Point on Saturday, April 
2nd. 

Fourteen horses and riders faced the 
starter for the 5% miles go-as-you-please 
race, which began on the estate of C. 
Wilbur Miller at Shawan in Maryland’s 
Worthington Valley. When the flag 
dropped, it was Dr. John Gadd on his 
own Rough Pastime, Mrs. Fenwick, Red- 
mond C. Stewart, Jr. on Eva and Cary 
Jackson on his Petroleuse who showed 
the way to the first fence and on up 
over the hill and out of sight. Their 
first point was a flag on the farm of 
Mrs. Irene Fowble, where each contest- 
ant had to pick up a poker chip before 
heading for the finish a couple of miles 
away at the Green Spring kennels. 

From a spectator’s point of view, there 
was very little to see of the first part of 
the race, except from a long distance 
away, thereby making accurate identifi- 
cation of the leaders nearly impossible. 
The course lay over a rolling grass coun- 
try, the only rule being that one could 
not cross any seeded fields. The choice 
of the route was left to the rider’s dis- 
cretion. 

At the turning point, which was about 
3 miles from the start, the order was 
Mrs. Fenwick, 12-year-old Jack Griswold 
on Mrs. B. H, Griswold III’s Boncloth, 
Frank A. Bonsal, Jr. on his own Saga- 
hash, Larry Perkin on his pony Princess 
Pat, Dr. Gadd, Mrs. L. P. Naylor on Cuta- 
rug, Mr. Jockson, Miss Ethel Hoffman 
on Nikosan and Jack Devereux on Sam 
Pfefferkorn’s Featherstone. Mr. Stewart 
pulled up before the flag with a broken 
stirrup leather, and the remaining field 
was strung out behind. 

Three more mishaps occurred while 
crossing the farms of H. Robertson Fen- 
wick, R. C. Stewart, Jr. and Mrs. W. P. 
Cochran. Young Larry Perin and his 
pony came to grief just beyond the pok- 
er chip flag, and Frank Bonsal, having 
taken over the lead from Mrs, Fenwick, 
came down going into Mrs. Cochran’s 
meadow over a post and rail with a ditch 
beyond which did the damage. 

When the field came into fail view of 
the spectators, with only five more fences 
to go, Mrs. Fenwick was again showing 
the way. She was pressed closely by Mr. 
Jackson and Jack Griswold, with Mrs. 
Naylor a few lengths behind. From here 
on in the race was between Mrs. Fen- 
wick and Mr. Jackson. The latter could 
not quite close the gap out finished a 
prod 2nd beaten about a length and a 
ialf. 

Mrs. William F. Cochran presented sil- 
ver cups to both Mrs. Fenwick and Mr. 
Jackson for being the first lady and 
first gentleman to cross the finish line. 

The team raced for the Foxhall Farm 
Challenge Trophy was held on the same 
day over a somewhat different course. 
Three hunt clubs were _ represented, 
each sending out three riders, and the 
winning team was decided on a low 
point basis. 

Stuart S. Janney on *Philstar led the 
Green Spring to victory for the second 
year in a row, and was the individual 
winner. Mr Janney was teamed with 
Frank A. Bonsal, Jr. on Mrs. H. R. Fen- 


wick’s *Borobash, who finished 2nd and 
Hugh J. O’Donovan, riding his own Kos- 
centive, who finished 8th. 

John B. Hannum III representing Mr. 
Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds of Union- 
ville, Pa., was 3rd on Cherte, followed 
by his teammate Robert McMinn on Zen- 
bar‘s Son. 

The race started behind the kennels 
of the Green Spring Valley Hounds and 
the course made a big loop down thr- 
ough the farms of James McHenry, Mrs. 
W. F. Cochran, R. C. Stewart, Jr., and H. 
Robertson Fenwick and thence back 
to the finish in front of Mr. McHenry’s 
house. 

Mr. Bonsal started off on the front end 
and stayed there for about the first 6 
fences. Mr. Hannum and Mr. O’Donovan 
were close in behind and going into the 
6th fence Elkins Wetherhill on Bright 
Lantern (3rd member from Cheshire) 
moved up from far back to take over the 
2nd spot. The pace was quite slow at 
first, and now Frank Bonsal on *Boro- 
bash took back a bit, and the field dis- 
appeared from sight. 

When they came back into view, Mr. 
Janney had taken over the lead, closely 
followed by Mr. Hannum and Mr. Mc- 
Minn with Mr. Bonsal running 4th. By 
this time they were really moving along. 
The order was the same over the last 
two fences and then Mr. Bonsal made a 
run to get up to cop 2nd place. The only 
horse which failed to finish was Bright 
Lantern who came down hard at the last 
fence. 
bye Ben Griswold, aged 14, and rid- 
ing his first race, was teamed with Phili 
Fanning and his father, B. H. Griswold, 
III to represent the Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt Club. They finished in that order 
behind Mr. McMinn to take 2nd place 
among the teams. 

It was a lovely racing day, and an esti- 
mated crowd of 700 spectators were scat- 
tered on every hill for miles around to 
catch whatever glimpses they could, 
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up to be third, the Star Salome, Cut A 
Rug and Drift Wood, a German-bred foal- 
ed in this country which once passed 
through the sales ring at Front Royal 
in October of 1948 for $350. 

On over the 15th and down to the 16th 
*Borobash and Good Ship were at each 
other’s throats. Once they started the 
climb to the stretch run, *Borobash go- 
ing strongly drew away from Good Ship, 
but Star Salome, getting her second wind 
came on again and closed well to be 
beaten about three-parts of a length. Al- 
though this mare ran a good race, she 
was reportedly not up to snuff, and the 
dull, lusterless appearance of her coat 
in the paddock prior to the race would 
seem to conform this, Shoal, who had 
impressed his rider greatly with his 
jumping ability, caught the tired Good 
Ship by a head on the wire, while Cut 
A Rug oufinished Drift Wood for the 5th 
slot. The only mishap of the entire 
race occurred at the 3rd when Samuel 
Pfefferkorn’s Featherstone went down, 
sending rider John R. Devereux to the 
hospital with a shoulder injury. 

In passing it must be mentioned what 
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an excellent job announcer P. O. Law- 
rence-Johnston did on the public address 
system. Mr. Lawson-Johnston kept the 
public informed of the horse’s position 
practically from start to finish, giving 
a complete picture of the running to 
those unfortunate enough to be located 
behind someone else’s bulk or whose 
line of vision was marred by some nat- 


ural obstruction.

Mrs. Moses Taylor and 
Pat Myer Win Arapahoe 
Hunt Point-to-Point

A pair of dark horses, Ike, owned and 
ridden by Mrs. Moses Taylor and Sky 
Chief, owned by Reginald Sinclaire and 
ridden by Pat Meyer, won the Arapahoe 
Hunt’s seventh annual point-to-point 
held on April 3rd, and finished almost 
a minute faster than any of the other 
contestants though two of the three 
“fat men” riding at over 200 lbs, tied for 
third place. 

Following last year’s successful run- 
ning, the race was again run in pairs 
with riders leaving the starting point 
at three minute intervals. The _ baro- 
meter had hit bottom the night before 
but the resulting storm was one of wind 
and cold rather than wet and interfered 
very little with the race. Spectators 
were not too comfortable but at least had 
the wind at their backs as they stood 
upon the long ridge known as the Anti- 
cline and looked south across the wood- 
ed hills and valleys of the Hole where 
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pairs of racers appeared approximately 
every three minutes and made their 
way by various routes across some of our 
roughest but prettiest hunting country 
below. 

The three mile course started just 
south of the Douglas Investment fence, 
crossed the width of the South Ranch, 
and finished near the Tower windmill 
just below the Anticline. There were 
only two fences to be crossed, a normal 
number for our country, but there were 
four draws—a much more difficult haz- 
ard. These draws are cut down their 
lengths by sandy creek beds which only 
hold water during summer flash floods, 
but which often have steeply cut banks 
as high as 20 or 30 feet and are impos- 
sible to cross in many places. The South 
Ranch is heavily wooded with pine and 
scrub-oak making the crossings difficult 
to find and the bottom of one ridge look- 
ing much like the next. No two teams 
rode the course the same way and it 
would be difficult to say who had the 
shortest course or who rode the hard- 
est but it would be safe to guess the 
winners had the combination.

A field of five turned out on Satur- 
day, April 9, for the Meadow Brook old 
fashioned point-to-point. The start and 
finish were in the Whitney Stables’ south 
west field near the blacksmith shop 
The course was announced to the en 
trants at the start fifteen minutes before 
post time There were three check 
points; the first flag was in Guest’s be 
tween the marble pile and Route 25A, 
the second in Hickox near the stone 
wall, and the third at the old skeet shoot 
near Whitney's farm barns. This made 






for a course approximately three and 
one half miles long. 

There was considerable difference of 
opinion as to what was the best route 
to take between the start and the first 
check point in Guest’s. At the drop of 
the flag, Mrs. Charles Plumb on her 
brown gelding Shorty McKay headed 
northeast across Whitney’s paddock fenc- 
es, while the rest of the field settled 
for a way that required less jumping 
heading just west of north towards Gar- 
van’s. Leaving the start order exclud- 
ing Mrs. Plumb was as follows: Michael 
McDermott, the only professional in the 
race, on his father’s Wundebar, Mrs. R. 
W. Bristol on her Duke’s Sonny, R. W. 
Bristol on his I See You, and Miss Cora 
Cavanagh on Cavcote Farm’s Night Lilly, 
the latter having refused at the first 
fence. Those four galloped down the 
lane between Whitney’s and Lowe’s and 
the leaders turned west heading through 
Garvan’s. Miss Cavanagh, last at this 
point, decided to turn east off the lane 
and head straight north through Peck’s 
and past Whitney’s studio, but had a 
little difficulty in doing so as her mare 
wanted to follow the others; in fact she 
and her mare parted company. Fortunate- 
ly, for her, however, Miss Cavanagh was 
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able to hold on to the mare and to re- 
mount and continue on the route she had 
chosen through Peck’s. This route turn- 
ed out to be about as fast as Mrs. Plumb’s 
and faster than that chosen by Mike 
McDermott for these three met just 
short of Guest’s and the order rounding 
the first flag was Miss Cavanagh on 
Night Lilly, Mrs. Plumb on Shorty Mc- 
Kay, and Mike McDermott on Wunde- 
bar. 

This order remained the same until 
the three leaders entred Hickox’. In 
Hickox’ open fields, Mike McDermott 
took the straightest route for the sec- 
ond flag and rounded it first. Miss 


Cavanagh and Mrs. Plumb appeared to 
be almost even approaching the turning 
point but the latters’ mount got running 
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on too fast and Mrs. Plumb was unable 
to make the turn. 


Mike McDermott led Miss Cavanagh 
by about fifteen lengths across Whitney 
lane and over the farm barn fences, 
passing the last check point, the skeet 
shoot in Whitney’s, in front. After 
jumping into the woods, Miss Cavanagh 
momentarily regained the lead she had 
lost in Hickox, only to relinquish it 
again upon her decision not to jump 
the Whitney’s stable paddock fences. 
Mike McDermott took the most direct 
route to the finish over these fences to 
win beating Miss Cavanagh by about 
twenty seconds and thus taking home the 
prize as the first professional to finish. 
Miss Cavanagh on Cavcote Farm’s Night 
Lilly gained her first leg on The Black- 
out Memorial Challenge Trophy having 
been the first amateur to finish and 
also won the trophy for the first lady 
to finish. Mrs. Plumb on Shorty McKay 
finished a good third, followed by Mr. 
Bristol who was awarded the trophy for 
the first gentleman to finish. 

Thus ended the 1955 point-to-point 
which had been a successful one, parti- 
cularly from spectator’s point of view. All 
those with ears had been able to see a 
good deal of the race in Hickox’ field 
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and therefore enjoyed it more than they 
had in previous years.

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Failure At The Tracks 
Becomes Consistent 
Winner in the Show Rings

Several months ago the chestnut Thor 
oughbred gelding, Frank Thomas, won 
some hunter classes in Virginia. The 
Chronicle carried some stories about 
him. One purported to be the story of 
his career on the Turf. It went some 
thing like this 

The colt was purchased at the Keene 
land sales by the proprietor of a one 
pump filling station, where customers 
bought mostly on the cuff and were slow 
about paying their bills. However, the 
best customer paid promptly on the first 
day of each month. This enabled the 
gas station man to realize a long-felt 
ambition to own a race horse. In appre 
ciation, he named the colt after this 
custome! Frank Thomas. Disappoint 
ment followed Unlike his namesake 
the colt failed to live up to promises. H¢ 
was sold in the nick of time to avoid 
bankruptcy 

As printed in The Chronicle, the story 
was told in a much more interesting 
manner than the foregoing brief sum 
mary. Now, here is another version, less 
entertaining perhaps, but as true as 
recollections permit after the passage 
of some years, all the principals being 
personal acquaintances of this narrator 

Abner Alexander, a competent horse 
man in his own right, operates a thriving 
roadside emporium, gasoline station and 
automobile repair shop on the busiest 
highway in Kentucky, the Versailles Pike 
at its junction with the Parker’s Mill 
Road about midway between Lexington 
and Keeneland His home, fronting 
some acreage, stands directly across the 
smaller road from his place of business 

Alex's establishment is a_ favorite 
stopping place for horsemen, farmers, 
town folks, patrons of the nearby Blue 
Grass Airport, guineas, exercise boys 
tobacco yaps, and others in need of gaso 
line, refreshment or gossip. Alex is kept 
o busy he has no time to devote to hor 
ses. But he can’t forget them 

Just to “keep in action” on the Turf 
he decided several years ago (about 
1944) to purchase a yearling in partner 
ship with one of the best known horse 
men in Kentucky, Tom B. Young. The 
latter and his brother, Judge Jack 
Young, prominent racing official, are 
sons of the late Col. Milton Young of 
MecGrathiana fame, owner of Hanover 
and breeder of Broomstick, who started 
Marse Tom Piatt in the horse business 
many years ago 

The Fall sales being over, Tom Young 
and Alexander looked around some of 
the farms to see if they could find a 
vearling which suited them. Dr. L. C 
Young (no relation to the Young bro- 
thers), but father of Bobby Young, trai 
ner and polo player, had a good looking 
chestnut colt by Bobby Sweep. This colt 
was purchased for a moderate sum. He 
joined the racing stable with a dozen 
other horses, including several owned 
by Tom Young and this writer. Tom 
Young, an alumnus of Notre Dame, in 
previous years had named several hor 
ses for prominent players on “Fighting 
Irish” football teams. The Bobby Sweep 
colt seemed promising, so Young and 
Alexander named him Frank Thomas, in 
honor of the former famous quarter 
hack, then coaching the “Crimson Tide 
of Alabama 

Frank Thomas was a handsome colt 
with an illustrious name, but that was 
the sum total of his fame as a race horse 
He couldn’t or wouldn't run a lick. If 
the grooms heard a racket in the barn 
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indicating a horse was cast, they knew 
from past performances it was Frank 
Thomas again. 

Young and Alexander were too wise as 
horsemen to continue sending good 
money after bad along with Frank 
Thomas. He was sold to a visitor in 
quest of a hunter prospect. The horse 
disappeared beyond the ken of his erst- 
while racetrack associates, although 
there were vague rumors he had gone 
to some hunt country in Virginia. 

Years passed. Frank Thomas’ for- 
mer stablemates retired with more or 
less checkered careers, some to the stud 
farms Frank Thomas had become a 
fading memory. Then Fate reached out 
and touched him with the sword of des- 
tin) Forthwith he became a_ knight 
n shining armour, a hero and a champ- 
ion. He has won fame, if not fortune. 

His success gives pleasure to a few 
old racetrackers out in Kentucky and 
Illinois, who knew him when he became 
1 discarded and abandoned hope. Un- 
fortunately, the man for whom he was 
named is not here to share in that plea- 


sure. Frank Thomas died last year fol- 
lowing a long illness.

Berlin Equestrian 
Society Celebrates 
Fiftieth Anniversary

Perhaps some of your readers may be 
interested to hear how one of Europe’s 
most eastern outposts of the old human- 
istic world—Berlin maintains its eques- 
trian activities, recognizing them to be 
a special feature of western culture and 
ideas 

The Berlin Equestrian Society, found- 
ed in 1905, recently held a_ ten-days 
tournament, really a grand festival of 
the horse! This event celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of the so called “Central- 
Verband”—whose present residence is 
not exactly “central” at this moment— 
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but may be again some day. 

On this occasion representatives of 
six foreign nations joined in with Ger- 
man competitors. 

American, French and English riders 
have been collaborating throughout the 
year with Berlin civilian horsemen and 
this time they met with Swedish, Dutch 
and Spanish guests. 

Spain had allowed its Champion-Jump- 
er Mr. Goyoaga, Major Ordovaz and Lt 
Cabanas to go to Berlin piloted by Mr 
Willmer, a German gentleman—rider 
living in Spain. 

The result in jumping competitions can 
easily be guessed: Francesco Goyoaga 
won four of them and was tired first 
with Walter Guenther of Germany in a 
fifth one! What makes these victories 
even more significant is the fact that 
the two most difficult events were won 
with a Hannoverian chestnut gelding ac 
quired in Hannover only the week be 
fore. The name of this horse is ‘“Fahnen 
koenig” and we may expect to hear more 
of him in the coming season. “Jaspis”’ 
Maknus von Buchwald’s high jumping 
record horse (2.20 mtr. in Paris, 1953) 
had the only clear round at the third 
jump-off in Berlin’s puissance event, and 
both horse and owner were decorated 
for this win by Berlin’s Burgermeister, 
Dr. Suhr, in person.

German team members Winkler and 
Thiedemann were not present, but there 
was a young Amazon to replace Mrs. 
Koehler, (who is retiring from sport for 
some time), named Gerlinde Merten, rid 
ing four beautiful Hannovarian mares in 
very efficient style. 

There were no less than eight dressage 
competitions of increasing difficulty. One 
of them was a special dressage test for 
jumping horses. These tests are grow- 
ing popular, riders having finally found 
out the advantages of a well-trained and 
therefore easy-to-guide horse rather than 
a bouncing and stiff one in jumping com- 
petitions. Mr. Mauthner, a well known 
American gentleman-rider of Berlin's 
horse platoon (ARAB), was second in 
this trial, riding “Czendor’” a Hungar- 
ian horse. First was “Ebro”, ridden by 
Mrs. Schaeffer from Frankfurt, a horse 
who has had many a success in both 
dressage as well as in jumping com- 
petitions. 

Sweden’s Olympic Champion of Dres- 
sage Major St. Cyr, and his Thorough- 
bred horses “Juli” and “Perfect” took 
home with them the winner’s prize of the 
Grand Dressage—called the Doctor Rau 
Memorial—, and two reserve places in 
the “St. George” and another medium 
test. 

Mr. Salmon’s “Kipling” from Paris, 
was third and fifth, whilst the winners 
were Germanys “Doublette” and “Bro- 
kat” ridden by Otto Loerke’s greatest 
pupil Willy Schultheiss and young Henry 
Boldt. 

Entries in dressage ran up to fifty 
and more per class.

Befor l Var iWas a Polish Cavalry 
officer belonging t the internationa! 
equestrian team. I have also been twice 
in the U. S. A. jumping successfully 
Madison Square Garden. During the wa: 


I changed the horse for a tank (') and 
served during the whole campaign under 
Marshall Montgomerv’s command in the 
Ist. Polish Armoured Division which 
fought in France, Belgium, Holland and 
Germany. When the war ended I could 
not go back to my country because of 
Communism I am now an emmigrant 
in Argentia trying to get my U. § 
visa 

I am a specialist who wants to work 
in the U. S. A. What are my capabilities? 
I can teach dressage to rider and horse 
easily and simply: prepare a jumping 
team (riders and horses) for interna- 
tional competition. This is my strongest 
point. Prepare a three day event team 
(dressage, endurance cross-country, show 
jumping), train riders and horses for 
steeplechasing, organize horse shows and 
displays in a way which will arouse maxi- 
mum interest among contestants and 
spectators. I have contributed numer- 
ous technical articles to the well known 
horse magazine “El Caballo” of Buenos 
Aires. The riding Club of Cordoba with 
which I am associated was unknown two 
years ago. Today it is the leading club 
in the interior of Argentina. 

You can prove my record by simply 
going to see the result of the Military 
Trophy in Madison Square Garden in 
1929—there you will find my name. Dur- 
ing the intervening years I have been 
not only practising, but studying the 
theory, the systems, the methods and 
the organization of teaching in many 
countries. [ am not young, but still 
good enough to work 5-6 horses daily 
and to show personally what I am teach- 
ing. 

In my opinion, the equestrian sport in 
the U. S. A. has not reached the same 
superb level as other sports in world 
competitions. For instance: in the last 
two years there was not one representa- 
tive of the U.S. A. in the Jumping World 
Championship in Paris (1953) and in 
Madrid (1954). With your excellent men 
and horses you could be unbeaten all 
round the globe. 

In a few months I hope to be in the 
U. S. A. and want to start work at once 
in order to be useful without losing 
time

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TO ALL HPBA Members 

In a letter to all members of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, President Irving Gushen announc- 
ed that it is in a position to help make 
available to horse owners workmen's 
compensation insurance, general public 
liability insurance and owner’s protec- 
tive liability insurance. 

The HPBA urges the cooperation of 
its members in returning the information 
card sent with the letter, stressing 
that securing an underwriter depends 
to a great degree upon the volume of 
business sufficient to meet the under- 
writer’s minimum requirements. 

Given here are the three types of 
coverage proposed: 

1. Workmen’s Compensation insurance 
to be written for states in which cover- 
age is required. Under this plan, mem- 
bers can secure one policy to cover all 
states in which they conduct racing 
operations, thus avoiding minimum 
premiums in each state. 

2. Public Liability insurance, with a 
master policy for the Association and 
certificates to individual members. 
In this manner, members may select 
limits of liability which will be ade- 
quate for their needs. 

3. Fire, Transportation, and Extended 
Coverage insurance on Horses. 

Riggs Revived 

Officials at Pimlico announced that 
the famous Riggs Handicap, discountinu- 
ed since 1949, will be revived as one of 
the features of the spring session at 
that Baltimore racetrack. This season the 
Riggs ,like the Dixie, its more famous 
companion event at Pimlico, will be 
run over a grass course. 

The distance of the race, which has 
been scheduled as an overnight handi- 
cap, will be one mile and a half. Three 
year olds and older horses will contest 
the issue for a purse of $10,000. The Riggs 
was inaugurated in 1926 when Earl 
Sande guided Crusader to victory. It 
has since been won by such famous run- 
ners at Seabiscuit, Stymie, and Polynes- 
ian.

Trentonian Fired, May Miss Derby 

Calumet Farm’s Trentonian was fired 
last week in an effort to relieve splints 
apparently developing in both front 
legs; and only “a miracle,” in the words 
of Trainer Ben Jones, will have the son 
of Bull Lea—Iron Maiden, by War Ad- 
miral, ready for the Kentucky Derby. 
However, Miracle—Worker Jones, who 
has scored in six previous Louisville 
classics, has not taken Trentonian out of 
the Derby yet. If all goes perfectly, the 
white-hatted conditioner hopes to have 
his colt galloping again in 10 days; and 
there is a bare possibility that Trenton- 
ian might be ready to race again before 
the Keeneland spring meeting closes. 

Podesta Found Dead 

Frank C. Podesta, 61 veteran horse- 
trader and former farm manager, was 
found dead recently in his hotel room 
at Louisville, where he had been visit- 
ing his long-time associate Roscoe Goose. 
Death was attributed to a heart attack, 

Col. Phil T. Chinn and the late John 
E. Madden got Mr. Podesta, a mule deal- 
er in Memphis, Tenn., interested in Thor- 
oughbreds back in the 1920’s. He quick- 
ly developed a keen “eye” for good 
horses. 

He was managing Emerson F. Wood- 
ward’s Valdina Farms when Mr. and 
Mrs. Woodward were killed in an auto- 
mobile-train collision in 1944. The fol- 
lowing year Mr. Podesta engineer- 
ed the sale of 149 Valdina horses to 
Henry H. Knight. Later, Mr. Podesta 
managed Mr. Knight’s Almahurst Farm, 
Lexington, Ky. for a time. 

Horses Escape Injury in Collision 

Three mares, a gelding and a suckling 
escaped injury last week in a Bourbon 
County Ky., collision between the van 
transporting them from Canada and an- 
other truck. Both drivers also were un- 
hurt in the crash. 

The mares, bound for Jack Welch’s 
Whilaway Farm, Lexington, Ky., were 
Fred Pohl'‘s Irish-breds *Birilace, in foal 
to Alabama, and *Early Show, with an 
Apache filly at her side; and William 
Zakoor’s Lady Lock. 

Wells Receives Oots Estate 

Howard Oots, Lexington, Ky., horse- 
man who died recently, left the bulk of 
his estate in trust for his nephew How- 
ard “Babe” Wells, owner of Fayette 
Farm, Lexington, according to his will 
probated in Fayette County Court last 
week. 

The estate was estimated at $200,000 
all in personalty. 

Mr. Oots’ will directed that Mr. Wells 
should receive any horses or interests 
in horses that he might own at the time 
of his death. Other specific bequests 
included $10,000 to another nephew 
(now deceased), $20,000 to a niece and 
$1,000 apiece to two sisters. Mr. Oots 
stipulated that certain stock he owned 
was to be sold. 

The rest of the estate was left in 
trust, with Mr. Wells to receive the in- 
come from it during his life. Upon his 
death, the estate is to be divided equally 
between Mr. Oots niece, her daughter, 
the daughter of his other nephew and 
Mr. Wells’ son.

Later, death 
came to the pretty, talented girl—and 
Mr. Clay, still pining over his lost love, 


named his fine filly after her—Maggie 
B. B. 
As a juvenile, the filly (foaled in 


1867) captured half of her four starts, 
including among her victims such as 
Hamburg, Enquirer, Lyttleton and Lynch- 
burg, all western stars. She was purch- 
ased by Mark A. Littell, a New York 
Man whose trainer was a Capt. Meore 
In her 3-year-old campaign, one of Mag 
gie B. B.'s best efforts was a victory in 
Saratoga’s Sequel Stakes She placed 
behind Gleneig in the Excelsior and was 
runner-up to Enquirer in the Continen 
tal at Long Branch 

She also proved a fine broodmare, be 
coming noted as the dam of Iroquois, 
winner of the Epsom Derby in England; 
but his brother, Harold, was quite as 
good. Maggie B. B. was also the dam of 
Panique, winner of the Belmont in 1885.
